Prosecuting Attorney A. 
L. 
Sh o rt­ 


ridge Has Saved Taxpayers a 
Vast Sum. 


The Democrat is authorized to an­ 
nounce A. L. Shortridae, the present 


prosecuting attorney of Pettis county, 


a candidate for re-election. Mr. Short­ 
ridge has held this office for one term, 
during which time he has dem onstrat­ 
ed that Pettis county has, in the past, 
cen spending on account of criminal 
costs from $11,000 to $13,000 a year 
I more than is necessary to a proper 
j administration of the criminal laws. 
During the eighteen months that 
Short ridge has been prosecuting at­ 
torney he has saved the taxpayers 
$17,300, as compared with the admin­ 
istration just preceeding, and more 
than that amount as compared with 
some previous administrations of this 
office. 
He has convicted many of­ 
fenders who heretofore have depend­ 
ed on “getting by.” 
He has enforced 
the law’ without fear or 
favor; 
has 
been severe 
when 
necessary, 
and 
lenient and kind hearted where a 
chance to reform 
and 
correct 
a 
wrong-doer would serve a better pur­ 
pose than a term In the penitentiary. 
As a lawyer, Shortridge is the equal 
of any in the community in both ex­ 
perience and ability, and is one of the 
most successful trial lawyers at the 
Pett>s county bar. He has prosecuted 
many criminal cases, which were de­ 
fended by the best lawyers in Pettis 
county, and has never lost a case. 
The jury lias never discharged a per­ 
son that Shortridge has prosecuted. 
As an example of the dicerence in 
the expense to Pettis county under 
| Short ridge’s administration, and tho 
j 'administration just preceeding, the 
criminal costs charged against Pettis 
county for December, 1913, amounted 
to $2,277.60 and for December, 1914, 
$1,911.91, and in December 1915, the 
only December which Shortridge has 
held office, the costs charged against 
Pettis county amounted to $258.15 
and this following a heavy criminal 
docket at the November term, where­ 
in twentv-one persons w*ere convicted

Some may wander how this difference 
can be brought about and the law 
just as well, and better enforced; the 
reason is that a greater part of the 
petty crimes which have run up the 
costs on Pettis county are committed 
in the city of Sedalia, and are within 
the jurisdiction of the police court, 
and since Shortridge took office this 
court has been doing its full duty on 
the salary paid its officers, and not on 
fees, and as stated by a local news­ 
paper on December 30th, 1915, at the 
end of Shortridge’s first year, “The 
amount turned over to the city treas 
urer, which w'as collected in fines dur­ 
ing the past year, almost doubles the 
amount turned over in any p reviou s 
y e a r/’ referring to fines collected in 
the police court wherein cases were 
prosecuted by the city. 
Mr. Shortridge’s aspirations to bo 
continued as prosecuting attorney will 
doubtless receive very favorable con 
sideration 
from 
those 
wrho 
give 
thought in regard to economic ad 
ministrations.

The county spent $2,OOO,CKX) on con­ 
struction and maintenance during the 
eight years from HHK) to 1014. inclu­ 
sive, arid in this period the assessed 
valuation of property in the county, 
outside of the city of Detroit, in­ 
creased from $02,707,000 to $111,548,- 
120, or 82.0 per cont. 
Of this increase 35 per cent, or $22,- 
000.000, is credited to road Improve­ 
ment, because the assessed valuation 
of Detroit increased only 47.7 per cent. 
The increase in county valuation 
above the rate of increase in the city 
was eleven times the cost of road 
work, or I.(XX) per cent profit in eight 
years on the total investment in im­ 
proved roads. 
More than 125 miles of concrete 
road have been put down by tile 
Wayne county commissioners since the 
county system was adopted in HMX! 
and the roads built with the $2,000,000 
bond issue are still in good condition 
and give every promise of inpre than 
outliving the bonds. 
The commissioners state In their 
ninth annual report for last year that

The July distribution of dividends 
and of interest on securities

by railroad, utility and industrial cor­ 
porations and banks, including inter­ 
est on the indebtedness of the gov­ 
ernm ent and the city of New York, 
totals $292,372,540. This sum is more 
than $22,000,000 in excess of the dis­ 
tribution from the same sources 
in 
July of last year. 
lf 
the 
national 
prosperity 
has 
shown an amazing increase—it is so 
real and so firmly established that it 
Is accepted as a m atter of course in 
all viewpoints other than the politi­ 
cal—the number 
of 
those enjoying 
the larger rewards bf prosperity has 
also increased. For instance, the to­ 
tal num ber of 
stockholders 
In the 
railroads has now grown 
to 626.122. 
As the average holding of each stock­ 
holder is $13,796. 
there 
must 
be a 
large number of modest holdings to 
balance those running up into the 
hundreds of thousands and even mil­ 
lions. 
And the railroads’ 
portion 
of the 
increased interest and dividends dis­ 
tribution is very large. This is one of 
the most successful years in railroad 
history and m arks for the first time 
a complete recovery from the repub­ 
lican hard times of 1907. The increase 
in railroad revenue per mile ranges

Last 
year the commissioners had 45 miles 
more roadway to care for than the 
year before, yet they spent $5,178 less 
for maintenance, notwithstanding they 
have supervision over 1,245 miles of 
other types of road, such as macadam j 
and gravel, outside of incorporated 
cities and villages. 
It is estimated that IX) per cent of 
the traffic in the county Is carried on 
20 per cent of the road mileage and 
that concrete construction should be 
continued until there are about 350 
miles of such roads. 


LOCATION IS OF IMPORTANCE 


Most Farm ers W ould Rather Live Six 
Miles on Hard Road Than Three 
on Muddy One. 


From a study of 050 farms in John­ 
son county of that state the Missouri 
experiment station concludes that lo­ 
cation is more important than crop 
yield as a factor in land values. Here 
are the figures: Seventy-nine farms 
within two miles of market averaged 
in value $7S.80 per acre; 1S3 farms, 
two to four miles from market, $70.20 
per acre; 120 farms, four to six miles 
from market, $*k).90; 113 farms, six 
to eight miles from market, $53.20, and 
149 farms, over eight miles from mar­ 
ket, averaged $55.90 per acre. An un­ 
mentioned but important factor is con­ 
dition of the road. Were these farms 
lo c a te d on hard roads or on dirt roads 
inclined to be heavy in wet seasons? 
Most folk would rather live six miles 
out on a p ^ r m n w tit hard road than 
only half as far on a muddy road. Let 
us have more light on this Interesting 
question.—Fanners* Review. 


Attention to New Road, 
Win rn a piece of permanent road Is 
finished it is a big mistake to let it 
go without frequent attention.

Former Sedalia Pastor 
Gives 
Vivid 
Description In W ord Picture of 


the W a y In W hich the In­ 
jured Are Cared For. 


Rev. Harold Cooper, a former pas-) 
tor of the First Congregational church 


in this city, who has a legion of Se­ 


dalia friends, had a special narrative 


in the current issue of “The Advance,” 


a religious publication, entitled “When 
the Train Somes In.” 
Mr. Cooper, who is now engaged in 


missionary work and is stationed at 
Madura, South India, in 
his 
story 
tells of horrors of the terrible strife 
among ihe European nations, which 
is reproduced for his many friends 
who are readers of 
the 
Democrat. 
The story follows: 


There is nothing 
romantic 
about 
war. 
One might just as well speak 
of the romance of cholera or the ro­ 
mance of typhoid. W e have surround­ 
ed this hideous thing with the allure­ 
m ents of martial music, the inspira­ 
tion of poetry and the color of uni­ 
form. Then as the brave laddies have 
marched past, and the bands have 
played, and the crowds have cheered, 
we have imagined it to be romantic. 
But that is not war—it is not even 
the shadow of the reality. 
Let us visit the railway station and 
see the train come in. Three days be­ 
fore Christmas the station was full of 
soldiers arriving from the trenches to 
spend the holidays with their families. 
A little woman with a baby in her 
arms and a small boy by her side was 
watching the face of every soldier.

All is spotlessly clean 
from the modern bathrooms dowrn to 
the smallest store room.

move silently dowrn the long corridors 
like ministering angels. 
You never can tell who the nurse 
may be. 
She may be a young lady 
from some business house w'ho studied 
in an ambulance class after the day’s 
w'ork was done.

This power can be used

collectively,” said M. B. Nelson, of 
K ansas 
City, 
speaking 
before 
the 
W orld’s Salesm anship Congress here 
today. 
“Some 
associations 
misused 
the power they created, and, as a re­ 
sult 
the public, not being familial 
with the workings of all the associa­ 
tions, cam e to the 
conclusion 
that 
many or all of them were detrim ental 
to the general public interest. 
But 
within the last year or two sentim ent 
has been fast changing. The public is 
finding out that not all associations in 
industries are used to its detrim ent, 
but th a t when conducted sanely they 
are of great benefit not only to the in­ 
dividual interested in the industry, bul 
to the people as a whole. 
We are not 
created equal in ability in any direc­ 
tion. 
There are people in all lines of 
business who are not capable of con­ 
ducting their own 
business 
success­ 
fully. 
They are constantly destroying 
what someone else has produced, and, 
hence, their operations are detrim ental 
to the general interest .and business 
failures are the final outcome. 
A bus­ 
iness failure has the sam e effect as 
the death of an individual rn a com­ 
m unity,” he continued. 
“ If the ‘indi­ 
vidual was a benefit to the world, 
then the world sustains a loss by rea­ 
son of his death. 
Failure in business 
is not a benefit to the people as a 
whole because those interested in the 
industry are not the only ones who 
suffer as a result—the general public 
comes in for its share. 
Civilization is 
built on co-operation, and unless we 
co-operate with one another it would 
be im pos,si ole to carry on the world's 
affairs today. 
‘‘Through our trade organizations,” 
Mr. Nelson said, “it 
is 
possible 
to 
gather in and dissem inate knowledge 
md information regarding our busi­ 
ness whtcit comd not be secured and 
distributed otherwise, 
and

effect many economical methods, thus 
benefiting the p€:ople as a whole.

failures to a minimum.

“The salesm en have a greater op­ 
portunity to advance this movement 
than any one else, because they are 
constantly calling on the trade, the 
buyer and consum er.” 
In conclusion,

ing enough consideration to the con­ 
sumer. 
We can not do this so long 
as we are ignorant of what our lum­ 
ber is good for, and we cannot expect
